Agawam firefighters help kids with cancer

t would have been a hair-raising 

day Sunday — if there was any 
hair left to raise. But in no time, 
a vast majority of the heads pres- 
ent at Rafter’s Sports Bar & Res- 
taurant in Amherst were bald and 
basking in the knowledge that they 
were raising money for a good 
cause: to help kids with cancer. 

The St. Baldrick’s Foundation 
Fundraiser — wherein people solicit 
funds to benefit pediatric cancer in 
exchange for shaving their heads in 
solidarity with youngsters battling 


the disease — was held Sunday, 
April 7 and raised, at presstime, 
over $70,000 for the charity. 

That number was expected to 
rise as final donations poured in 
this week. 

A number of police officers and 
firefighters took part in the event, 
as did a few compassionate civil- 
ians. Their ages covered the gam- 
ut with children and adults seated 
next to each other as the hair flew 
— literally, thanks to the wind. 

Included were a group of Aga- 
wam firefighters who exceeded 
their team goal of $2,000 by $970. 

The team consisted of Chief 


Alan Sirois, Deputy Chief BJ Cal- 
vi, and firefighters Renee Petrone, 
Bill Kraus and Marc Pereira. 
Petrone, a member of the depart- 
ment for almost seven years, car- 
ried the team, raising over $2,400 
in donations alone. 

“No doubt Renee was the an- 
chor for the team. She certainly 
drew in the most amount of mon- 
ey,” said Sirois. 

“This was the first time I’ve 
ever done anything like this,” said 
Petrone, who is expecting her first 
child with Mary, her wife of three 
years, in June.

AGAWAM — It’s a novel fund- 
raiser that puts a new twist on the 
old prank of installing flocks of 
pink flamingos on someone’s lawn 
in the dark of night.

Society’s Relay For Life of Aga- 
wamw is running a fund-raising 
campaign — “Flush Out Cancer” — 
that involves placing purple toilets 
in an unsuspecting person’s yard.

Reed, a Ph.D. in Political Sci- 
ence, began writing a daily blog 
called “Confessions of a Commu- 
nity College Dean” (suburbdad. 
blogspot.com) in 2003 as “Dean 
Dad,” a pen name that came from 
the two roles that occupied most of 
his waking hours. 

“TI was a youngish dean when I 
started the blog. There was already 
a community of higher education 
blogs out there, and I read them 
faithfully,’ said Reed. “But I no- 
ticed that they all shared the same, 
mostly false picture of what ad- 
ministrators do and why they do it. 


So I decided to offer my first-per- 
son observations as a way to dispel 
some unhelpful myths.” 

At the time, Reed was a liberal 
arts division dean at the County 
College of Morris in New Jersey. 
He began writing about commu- 
nity colleges because he felt he 
had something to say about their 
future, how administrators should 
prepare, and what the workplace 
looked like through the eyes of a 
parent. 

The blog caught on and soon 
had a very loyal following. A big 
break came in 2007 when the web- 
site insidehighered.com featured 
the blog. Readership boomed and 
the increased exposure presented 
opportunities but there was one 
superhero-esque problem: Reed 
couldn’t reveal his true identity. 

“Tve had to turn down a few 
speaking invitations due to ano-

AGAWAM - Safety and security is a ma- 
jor focus of school personnel, especially 
since the tragic school shootings in New- 
town, Conn., in December. 

To that end, three very generous donors 
added some personal security for students at 
Clifford M. Granger School in Feeding Hills 
recently after making a sizable donation. The 
funds will be used to purchase buckets with 
supplies for emergency preparedness kits for 
every classroom in the school. 

The effort was led by the school nurse, Pa- 
mela Lynch, who said she got the idea after 
seeing something on the news and chose to 
pursue it. 

“T was given permission to start soliciting 
donations for the school,” said Lynch. 

She said Principal Cheryl Salomao was 
very supportive of her plan to seek funding 
funding because Salomao has seen similar 
emergency kits in other schools. 

“T thank Pam (Lynch) for taking the lead 
on this project,” said Salomao. “T also really 
appreciate the donations from the sponsors. 
There have been lockdown situations in the 


area in the past so these buckets will help in 
the event we have to do that.”

“We really appreciate the generosity of 
our donors in helping with the safety our 
students,” Lynch said. 

The kits contain food, water, flashlights, 
blankets, radios, batteries, and some other 
basic essentials. In addition to “lockdown” 
situations where there is some sort of a dan- 
ger, threat or intruder inside the school, the 
kits could also be used in a weather event 
such as a blizzard or a hurricane. They can 
be used for any type of situation where stu- 
dents may be forced to stay in their class- 
room for longer perios of time. 

Lynch said the food and water supplies 
could last for up to three days. The food 
contained in the emergency kits is similar to 
military rations and are designed to quench 
hunger for a longer period of time. Water 
pouches are also part of the kit. “I really 
think these kits are going to help make the 
children feel safe and secure,” said Lynch. 
“T was also thinking of some of the special 
needs students and how scared they might 
feel during a potential lockdown situation.” 

Bill Freddo, general manager of Berkshire 
Power, said he thought the emergency kits 
were a great idea for Granger School and 
that his company was happy to make a dona- 
tion toward their purchase. 

“This is a good thing to help keep the chil- 
dren safe during a lockdown,” said Freddo. 
“They don’t know how long they are going 
to be stuck in their classroom.” 

Lynch said lockdown drills were not part 
of her usual activity when she was in school, 
only fire drills. 

“The times are definitely changing,” said 
Lynch. “We did not have to worry about these 
types of situations when I was in school.” 

Granger is the first school in Agawam to 
have this kind of kit available to students. 

The buckets also contain supplies that can 
allow it to be used as an emergency lavatory 
if necessary.

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nymity. Once, I actually called in to a con- 
ference and gave a presentation by speaker- 
phone. It was both cool and absurd; I felt a 
little like Charlie, from Charlie’s Angels,” 
said Reed. 

In 2008, Reed was offered the Vice Presi- 
dent of Academic Affairs position at Holy- 
oke Community College. He packed up his 
family and his computer and moved to the 
Pioneer Valley to settle down in Feeding 
Hills. His blog also found a new home as a 
manuscript with the publisher Jossey-Bass. 

“T wanted to try something a little more 
permanent than a blog post and reach a 
broader audience. Some of the issues I want- 
ed to address require more than 500 words, 
but that doesn’t work very well on a blog,” 
said Reed. 

After tight deadlines and several edits, the 
book, Confessions of a Community College 
Administrator was finished and Reed offi- 
cially took the cloak off his secret identity. 

“When I dropped the pseudonym, I was 
surprised at how many people already knew. 
I’m not telling tales out of school, ’'m mak- 
ing structural critiques in an effort to im- 
prove things rather than gossiping or settling 
scores. So far, reaction on campus has been 
mostly either positive or indifferent, which is

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all I can ask,” he joked. 

Reed’s new-found visibility led him to 
present at a Dallas conference this spring 
hosted by the League for Innovation in the 
Community College, an international orga- 
nization that serves community college edu- 
cators and leaders. He has also noticed that 
people who were reluctant to email or talk to 
an anonymous author have been much more 
forthcoming. 

Reed hopes that his book will become a 
look into a seldom-understood world. He 
imagines two audiences for the book: people 
working in higher education and those who 
have an interest in learning about that life. 

“From the outside, it can be difficult to 
understand why community colleges work 
the way they do. I’d like future deans to have 
a useful guidebook to the kinds of issues 
they’Il deal with daily, and Id like the pub- 
lic discussion of community colleges to be a 
little more nuanced than it is,” said Reed.

else. Neither of these donations, however, 
guarantees the toilet won’t reappear at any 
time between now and the May 17-18 Re- 
lay. 

Even sending the toilet to another person 
offers no assurance that it won’t return. The 
person who received the toilet has the abil- 
ity to return it to the sender. The only way 
to ensure that it never comes back is to pur- 
chase “toilet insurance” by making a $30 
donation. 

“T really hope people don’t pay the $30, 
because then there is always the chance the 
toilet will come back to them,’ said Rich 
Benoit, who is in charge of the fundraiser 
for the Relay team known as Jan’s Jokers. 
“That’s a good way to raise money — and it’s 
more fun that way, too. The donations for the 
removal ‘fee’ go to a good cause — and keeps 
the toilets moving around town.” 

The team is named in memory of Jan Sa- 
dowski Jr., who died from cancer almost six 
years ago. Those who know Sadowski said 
he would have loved the idea of a toilet as 
a fundraiser since he liked practical jokes, 
especially bathroom jokes. 

“My uncle Jan was a practical joker and a 
man with a great sense of humor because he 
lived every day knowing it could be his last,” 
said Steven Iacolo. “He would have enjoyed 
the ‘Flush Out Cancer’ campaign because 
it’s a clever idea.” He added that if Sadowski 
were alive today, “he would enjoy dumping 
a toilet on someone’s lawn in an effort to 
wipe out cancer.” 

“My brother was a joker for sure,” said Sa- 
dowski’s sister, Janine Iacolo, who is com- 
munity co-chair for the Relay in Agawam. 
“He had such a typical guy sense of humor, 
often immature with his jokes. He laughed a 
lot and I know he would think this fundraiser 
is ariot. My two other brothers think it’s cre- 
ative and funny.”

But cancer is no joke. Mayor Richard 
A. Cohen, whose mother died of cancer 14 
years ago, said he’s confident the communi- 
ty will be understanding and take the purple 
toilet fundraiser in stride.

fight against cancer,” he said. 

And the mayor speaks from experience. 
He was the first recipient of the purple toilet 
when it landed on his front lawn on a recent 
Saturday morning — and made a $40 dona- 
tion to have it removed. 

“T was happy to do it,” said Cohen. “T love 
the idea — it‘s awesome. Like pink flamin- 
gos, it’s just such a classic joke. The Relay 
is a great cause and I hope more people will 
support it.” 

Iacolo added that she hopes everyone will 
see the humor of the team’s fundraising cam- 
paign.

Robyn Sadowski and Sabrina Bolly, the 
team’s co-chairs, said the “Flush Out Can- 
cer’ fundraiser should be a success because 
it involves the whole town.

Sharing a love for comics 
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will be an appearance by comic artist Scott 
Hanna, who has done “every major charac- 
ter you can think of,” said Murray, who met 
Hanna at comic book shows in New York 
City and Boston and forged a friendship over 
the years. 

“He’s very representative of the industry,” 
Murray said, adding he is excited that Hanna 
will take part. 

Working with his passion 

Murray started mycomicstore.net about 
five years ago after the closure of “The 
Dragon’s Lair” in West Springfield. As more 
and more comic book stores closed, it be- 
came harder and harder for enthusiasts to 
find quality comic books at decent prices. 

Unlike specialty shops, big retail stores 
charged full retail price for comics, so col- 
lectors would end up spending more mon- 
ey, whereas for years they could purchase 
comic books or graphic novels at 25 percent 
off cover price. When the West Springfield- 
based store closed, Murray’s wife, Ann, en- 
couraged him to start his own “virtual” store 
from their Oak Hill Avenue home. 

“She loves it; she really pushed me to do 
this,” he said. 

While comic books are his hobby, over 
the years it has turned into a family affair: 
Murray’s 13-year-old daughter Danielle, a 
student at Agawam Junior High School, who 
grew up reading comic books and as a result, 
now operates as his “store manager” online. 
She has even traveled to New York and Cali- 
fornia with Murray to various comic book- 
related conventions. 

Though she loves her role working with 
comic books, Danielle said she often feels 
like kids her age don’t understand how 
many responsibilities she has in addition to 
her schoolwork. Her friends in the industry, 
however, can relate. 

“TI make many friends in the comic book 
industry and I love to learn from all of them,” 
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of their local advertising in newspapers. They know which 
media truly moves their products. Besides that, Google’s 
research shows that half of online shoppers are more 


she said. 

Likewise, Murray’s son Jonathan, 11, is 
also a comic book fan. 

“Both kids read well above their grade 
level because of comic books,” said Murray. 
More than just superheroes 

There is some misconception about comic 
books, however: they’re not just about su- 
perheroes, said Murray. Danielle’s favorites 
are Archie Comics, which include Archie, 
Betty and Veronica, Sonic the Hedgehog, 
Kevin Keller, Life with Archie, Mega Man 
and Jughead. Likewise, one of Murray’s 
customers is a collector of all things Peanuts 
— the comics featuring Snoopy and Charlie 
Brown. 

“You really can find anything you want 
out there,” said Murray. 

And because he doesn’t have the overhead 
of a “brick and mortar” store — because he 
operates from his home — he can offer his 
virtual customers a great value: just 10 per- 
cent above wholesale to cover tax and ship- 
ping costs. 

Plus, he enjoys being able to share his love 
of comic books with others. 

Because most of his interaction with cus- 
tomers is done online, Murray said he holds 
a cookout at least twice a year to get together 
with them, although he admitted not all of 
his customers can make it, as he’s shipped 
items as far away as Malaysia and Califor- 
nia. 

But the free comic book event Saturday, 
May 4 — at his home located at 61 Oak Hill 
Ave., Agawam — will be more than just a 
cookout; it’s a chance for comic enthusi- 
asts to meet and interact with not only each 
other, but the artists as well. As implied, free 
comic books will be available for attendees, 
he said.

SPRINGFIELD — A new exhibition at the 
Michele and Donald D’Amour Museum of 
Fine Arts will transport museum-goers back 
to what some refer to as a pivotal moment in 
American cultural history. 

The Beatles! Backstage and Behind the 
Scenes will be on display from now through 
June 2. 

The exhibit documents the earliest mo- 
ments of “Beatlemania”, including the 
band’s arrival at JFK Airport in February 
of 1964, their historic appearance on the 
Ed Sullivan Show, and other moments from 
their first days in North America. “These 
initial appearances marked the beginning of 
the ‘British Invasion’ and touched off a cul- 
tural shock wave that is still being felt almost 
50 years later,’ said Matt Longhi from the 
Springfield Museums.

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Falcons win 
Northeast Division 
championship 


PORTLAND, Maine - The Springfield Falcons became 
the first AHL team in the 2012-2013 season to win a divi- 
sion title on Sunday afternoon, garnering the FG. (Teddy) 
Oke Trophy as the Northeast’s champion during their game 
against the Portland Pirates at the Cumberland County Civic 
Center. 

Following a 1-0 loss by the Connecticut Whale to the 
Providence Bruins, the Falcons won the third division cham- 
pionship in franchise history, and first since 1997-1998. 
Springfield, which clinched a spot in the 2013 Calder Cup 
Playoffs on Friday, is now guaranteed one of the Eastern 
Conference’s top three seeds in the upcoming postseason. 
The Falcons led their division nearly wire-to-wire this year, 
putting a stranglehold on the top spot after obtaining it when 
play ended on Oct. 26. 

Having already secured the division, Springfield (41-20-5- 
4) defeated Portland (38-26-3-2), 4-2, behind a goal and an 
assist each from Jonathan Audy-Marchessault and Sean Col- 
lins on Sunday. The Falcons regulation win earned the club a 
victory in the season series with the Pirates. 

Springfield jumped out to a 1-0 lead on Jake Hansen’s sec- 
ond professional goal, and first since Nov. 24. David Savard 
took possession of the puck on the right wing boards and fed 
Alex Aleardi behind the net. Aleardi moved the puck to the 
slot for Hansen, who cranked a slap shot by Portland goal- 
tender Mike Lee at 18:05. 

Moments after Connecticut lost and with the division 
zipped up, Audy-Marchessault took advantage of a Portland 
turnover and struck on the power play. Audy-Marchessault 
knocked down a clearing attempt in the right circle and wrist- 
ed a puck by Lee’s blocker at 12:09, extending Springfield’s 
advantage to 2-0. His goal was his 20th of the season, tying 
Ryan Craig for the team lead. 

The Pirates broke through to make it a 2-1 game late in the 
second. After Falcons netminder Curtis McElhinney slowed 
down a Maxim Goncharov shot with the Pirates on a power 
play, Andy Miele pushed in the rebound at 19:46. Springfield 
took a one-goal edge into the second intermission. 

The Falcons went back ahead by two with another man- 
advantage conversion in the third on a play that started when 
Nick Holden set up Collins in the right circle. Collins’ shot 
went wide, deflected off the glass and came to the left goal 
line. Blake Parlett fired in the carom at 9:55, upping Spring- 
field’s pad to 3-1. The goal was Parlett’s first as a Falcon. 

Springfield delivered a final blow when Collins blasted 
home a Matthew Ford feed in the right circle at 14:04. Col- 
lins’ tally put the Pirates out of reach, 4-1. 

Miele guided a puck in from the right goal line with just 2 
seconds to go in the game and the Pirates working on a power 
play, but it was too little, too late for Portland, as Springfield 
put an exclamation point on its division-clinching day with 
a 4-2 win. 

McElhinney (28-14-3) made 19 saves to pull to within two 
victories of equaling Scott Langkow for the most wins by 
a Falcons goaltender in one season. Langkow collected 30 
wins in 1997-1998. 

Lee (8-5-0) permitted four goals on 33 shots.

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Falcons crush Sharks 

The Falcons dominated the Worcester Sharks in every fac- 
et of Saturday night’s game. Springfield won, 7-1, and out- 
shot Worcester, 36-16. The Falcons allowed just two shots in 
the third, scored on two of their six power-play chances, and 
were shorthanded only once in the contest. 

The Falcons reached a pair of milestones not seen since 
their 1997-1998 season, as Springfield ensured a 40-win 
campaign and also sealed a winning road record. 

The Sharks jumped out to a quick lead, scoring on their 
first shot of the game. Peter Sivak took a puck from Matt Ni- 
eto at center ice, skated into the left circle, faked out Spring- 
field goaltender Allen York with a leg pump, and lifted a shot 
in on the doorstep at 2:09 to make it 1-0. 

York settled down after Sivak’s early goal and was perfect 
the rest of the way. Sharks netminder Alex Stalock was un- 
fazed by Springfield’s 11 tries in the opening frame, though, 
as Worcester stayed in front through 20 minutes. 

The Falcons continued to chip away at Stalock, outshoot- 
ing the Sharks in the second, 13-6. In a span of 1:13 in the 
second period, Springfield took control of the contest. 

Ryan Russell and Michael Chaput worked the puck toward 
the net just past the halfway point of the game. Chaput had 
a great look on a feed from Russell, but Stalock turned aside 
the shot to the right goal line. Russell spotted the rebound 
and beat Stalock glove side from a tight angle, evening the 
contest, 1-1, at 10:08. 

The Falcons provided more pressure following the tying 
tally, and after Stalock deflected a Nick Holden blast, Ryan 
Craig blasted in the rebound from the right circle, as the Fal- 
cons went ahead, 2-1, at 11:21. 

Springfield opened its cushion to 3-1 with a power-play 
conversion later in the stanza, as Collins finished off a back- 
door look from Spencer Machacek in the right circle. Collins 
snapped the puck past Stalock’s glove at 18:08, and the Fal- 
cons took a two-goal edge into the second intermission. 

Russell wasted no time capitalizing on the momentum 
generated by Springfield’s second-period push. The fifth- 
year pro picked off a pass moments into the third, escaped 
on a breakaway, and flicked a shot off of Stalock’s glove and 
into the cage 21 seconds in, upping Springfield’s bubble to 4- 
1. His goal was the first of four by Springfield in the period. 

Machacek slammed in a rebound from the left circle off 
a Collins shot on the power play at 7:24, putting Springfield 
out of reach from Worcester, 5-1. 

Chaput took an entry pass from Machacek at the Sharks 
blue line and used a forehand, backhand deke at 8:42 to give 
the Falcons additional padding, 6-1. 

Collins pushed in a setup from Matthew Ford on a 2-on-1 
rush under a minute later, as Springfield completed its surge 
at 9:34, earning a 7-1 victory. 

York (10-6-0) set aside each of the final 15 shots he faced 
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to close out the game following the Sharks early, and lone, 
connection. Stalock (15-14-3) let in seven goals in 36 at- 
tempts. 


Falcons clinch playoff spot 

The Falcons reserved a spot in the 2013 Calder Cup Play- 
offs following their game against the Connecticut Whale on 
Friday night at the XL Center. 

Springfield’s frequent visits to the win column in 2012- 
2013 allowed the club to earn the seventh postseason appear- 
ance in franchise history despite undergoing a 4-3 defeat to 
the Whale (34-27-5-3). 

The Falcons clinched their berth after Providence defeat- 
ed Albany and Portland beat Manchester, which guaranteed 
that no team outside of the Eastern Conference’s top eight 
could reach Springfield in the standings by the end of the 
regular season. 

Springfield was one of four teams in the conference to seal 
a position in the postseason on Friday. Binghamton, Provi- 
dence, and Syracuse all qualified for the playoffs as well. For 
more information about Falcons playoff ticket information, 
go to falconsahl.com.

The Falcons dominated the first period, scoring twice and 
outshooting the Whale, 12-1. Springfield netted its goals just 
21 seconds apart off of deflections in front on blueline bids. 
With a delayed penalty on the way to Connecticut, Nick 
Holden received the puck at the left point from Chaput and 
sent it toward the net. Machacek tipped Holden’s shot past 
Whale goaltender Cam Talbot for his first goal as a Falcon at 
11:04, as Springfield took a 1-0 lead. 

Holden and David Savard remained on the ice follow- 
ing the initially tally, and the Falcons struck again. Savard 
flicked a wrister from the right edge of the blue line, and 
Ford redirected it into a tight space in the top-left corner of 
the cage at 11:25, making it 2-0, Springfield. 

The Whale recovered in the second, though, and used the 
momentum of a Mike Vernace shot just 13 seconds into the 
period to commence a four-goal middle-stanza rally. Ver- 
nace’s wrister fluttered through a screen and over McElhin- 
ney’s glove and in, putting the Whale on the board, 2-1. 

Christian Thomas picked off a pass in Springfield’s end 
and fed Marek Hrivik, who blasted a puck home from the 
right circle after missing the previous 35 games with an in- 
jury, tying the contest, 2-2, at 11:29. 

Brandon Segal capitalized on a Falcons turnover and de- 
posited a return pass from Kris Newbury on a give-and-go 
from the slot at 16:00, as Connecticut gained the advantage, 
3-2. 

Playing in his first North American professional contest, 
Jesper Fast found room in the bottom of the left circle on the 
power play and drove a puck over McElhinney’s stick and in 
at 19:11, as the Whale opened their cushion to 4-2. 

Russell corralled a puck off of a faceoff in Connecticut’s 
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end and guided a shot from the top of the left circle past 
a screen by Andrew Joudrey and in at 7:25 of the third, as 
Springfield closed to within a goal, 4-3. 

The Falcons would get no closer however. Talbot stopped 
Springfield’s biggest threat, a Ryan Craig shot from a Jou- 
drey set up past the halfway point of the third, and the Whale 
won, 4-3. 

McElhinney (27-14-3) saw his winning streak end at four 
games. He saw only 16 shots, making 12 saves. Talbot (24- 
24-1) set aside 21 of Springfield’s 24 opportunities. 


Falcons winning streak doused by Devils 

The Falcons had their five-game winning streak halted by 
the Albany Devils, undergoing a 3-1 loss on Tuesday night 
at the MassMutual Center for their first defeat in over two 
weeks. 

The loss was Springfield’s first since March 17. Albany 
netminder Keith Kinkaid made a sprawling kick save on a 
rebound chance by Goloubef just past the halfway point of 
the first period, keeping the Falcons off the board and leav- 
ing the door open for his club to strike first. 

The Devils did just that, netting a pair of tallies within 
31 seconds of each other. With Albany working on a power 
play, York made a pad stop on a blast by Jon Merrill from the 
blue line.

The goal was Craig’s 29th on the power play 
as a Falcon, tying Danny Briere and Jean-Guy Trudel for the 
most in team history. 

The Devils reclaimed the game’s momentum upon the ex- 
piration of Springfield’s power play, as Josefson took a pass 
from Merrill, broke into the Falcons’ zone on a 3-on-1 rush, 
and snapped a wrister over York’s stick and in at 2:33. The 
counter strike upped Albany’s advantage back to two goals, 
3-1. 

The Falcons pelted Kinkaid with 14 shots in the third pe- 
riod, but could draw no closer, as Albany came away with 
the 3-1 victory. 

York (9-6-0) allowed three goals on 19 shots. Kinkaid (19- 
16-5) set aside 35 of the Falcons’ 36 tries.

only both inside and out. From time to time, 
cheers rang out, drowning out the band set 
up to play. 

“Tt was a great showing of strength and 
character by firefighters and police for a 
great cause,” said Petrone. 

As she was leaving that day, Petrone said 
she told her wife, “I think this is going to be 
my charity every year.” 

When she started her shift at Agawam Fire 
Headquarters Monday, Petrone took a bit of 
good-natured ribbing from her coworkers. 

“T got called “The Legend’ and ‘The Su- 
perstar,” she said, adding, “It’s a rough 


crowd here. I know I’m loved.” 


St. Baldrick’s started in 2000 at a pub in 
Manhattan when a goal of shaving 17 heads 
to raise $17,000 turned into a total of 19 
bald heads and $104,000 that was donated 
to fund the research of the Children’s Oncol- 
ogy Group. 

In the years that followed, firefighters, 
police officers and military groups added 
head-shaving to their public service and held 
events across the country to raise funds. By 
2005, St. Baldrick’s was an independent 
foundation that raised $5.3 million for can- 
cer research. Today, total fundraising equals 
over $1.4 million and increases daily.
